That no one has located the mythical 
mine—and Mexico has many—may be 
inferred from the fact that as yet “the 
man with the camera” has produced no 
picture of it. 
But a living, breathing element in the 
disturbance, says the St. Louis Repub­ 
lic, has shown up in the person of Te­ 
resa de Urrea, otherwise known and 
hailed 
by 
fanatical 
Mexicans, 
the 
Yaquis and what remains of her own 
tribe, the Tomachics» as “The Saint of 
Cabora.” 
She has been photographed, too, and 
the picture shows her to be just what is 
claimed for her, the 21-year-old daugh­ 
ter of ignorant Tomaehic parents. 
Were it not for the 
“letter from 
Heaven,” which she claimed the Arch­ 
angel Gabriel brought and 
delivered 
to her at a spring near her home about 
five years ago, it would be hard to ac­ 
count for the 
wonderful hold this 
strange young woman possesses over 
the pugnacious portion of the Yaqui 
populace. 
Her own tribe, the Tomachics, were 
the first to accredit her with saintlj' at­ 
tributes, and after the Mexican gov­ 
ernment got through with them there 
was practically no tribe left. 
An in­ 
surrection. started hy the girl under 
alleged Divine promises of success, was 
what brought about the extinction of 
the Tomachics, and after two battles 
had been fought and, her tribe had been

A. T., whither a steady stream of Mex 
iean and Yiu|ui pilgrims made their 
wa3’ to be cured of their ills. 
She dJsappeared one day, and when 
next heard of she was the leader of a 
band of Y'aqui lndian.s, who maile 
raid on the town of Fronteras, near the 
United States border. Again she was 
forced to leave the country, and this 
time took up her residence in El Paso 
Tex. 
She again disappeared, and next came 
to public notice as the chief actor in 
an army of about 1,000 fanatical Mexi­ 
cans in the state of Chihuahua, Mexico 
They had their camp just across the 
Rio Grande from Presidio del Norte 
Tex., and the w’onderful woman seemei 
to have full sway over her followers 
This gathering of fanatics became so 
large that the Mexican authorities be 
came 
alarmed, 
the 
report 
having 
reached Chihuahua that theyintendec 
starting a revolution against the Mex» 
iean government. \ regiment of sol 
diers was sent out from Chihuahua to 
disperse the fanatics. The troops went 
to Sierra Mojada by train and then 
marched overland to the border, adis 
tame of 100 miles. The religious fan 
atics refused to obey the order to dis 
perse and a conflict took place in which 
six soldiers and 80 fanatics were killed 
Santa Teresa escaped across the river 
and kept in hiding in Texas until the 
excitement died out. She then returned 
to El Paso, where she lived until her 
recent disappearance.

Pretoria, South Africa, Sept. 16.—-The 
climax in the Transvaal’s relations with 
Great Britain is now close at hand, and 
not one in a thousand of the iioere to­ 
day believes that war can be averted. 
The Transvaal’s reply to Mr. Chamber- 
ain’s dispatch will be polite, but it will 
be an uncompromising refusal to con­ 
cede British suzerainty over the South 
African republic. Decisive action is as­ 
sured. 
H ea la ta n ce W ill De S tn b b o rn . 
Preparations for stubborn resistance 
are proceeding incessantly. Every Af­ 
rikander is making ready for the strug­ 
gle. It is true that the government six 
months ago would scarcely have hinted 
at such constitutional changes and con­ 
cessions to the uitlanders as stand 
{^ranted to-day; but the limit has been 
reachcd. Every man of fighting age in 
the best families in the land, all the 
members of the executive and the volks- 
raa'd. along with seven sons and 
50 
grandsons of President Kruger, are 
ready to-day to take the field in sup­ 
port of the government's ultimatum.

London, Sept. 10.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria says; 
The Transvaal's 
reply will be on the following lines: 
The Transvaal adheres to the

London, Sept. 10.—The press associa­ 
tion has issued a curious statement to 
the elYect that as soon as the garrison in 
Natal had been sullicienly strength­ 
ened the Transvaal government w'ould 
be called upon to accept a new conven­ 
tion, already drafted, which, w’hile guar­ 
anteeing the integrity of the Transvaal 
state, i)rovides for the demolition of the 
forts anil linnts the uriiied force of the 
Transvaal to a number deemed suili- 
cient to maintain ¡nternal order.

Aguinaldo and his followers. Aguinaldo 
was promised, as the price for the res­ 
toration of peace in the Tagalos tribe, 
a bonus of more than $5,000 a year 
while the Tagalos remained peaceful. 
He was told that he could choose men 
from his tribe for the minor municipal 
offices. 
The commission went so far as to 
promise Aguinaldo the moral support of 
the United States government, if such 
were needed to make his leadership of 
the Tagalos thoroughly secure. 
W ith all these inducements, tem p t­ 
ing as they m ust have been, Aguinaldo, 
as the recognized head of the in su rg ­ 
ent movement, declined to yield.. He 
insisted upon immediate self-govern­ 
ment, and. as his insistence was so firm 
as to m ake an agreem ent inipossib e, 
the American commissioners ceased ne­ 
gotiations.
